They say, that 
Cavcaircourt was president of the tribunal which sen- 
cuced to death the Duke D’Exentxyn, and therefore that 


he js an assassin,—that ** no gentleman” and ‘* man of 


haagur” should fiave consented lo associate. with him,— 
aid that the Allied Monarchs should evea have taken an 
opportunity of declaring as wuch, by way of warning to 
Ambassadors in futore, and as a signa] that the “ good old 
tines” were tu be réstored. 

_Wheré and when these good old times existéd, ia which 
nove bul gentlemen and men of hanour sat dgwa to Am- 
hassadors’ dinners, we are yet to learu. If Sir Henny 
Wourron’s definition ef an Ambassador be true, that he is 
“a person sent to lie abroat for the good of his country,” 
the company, on such occasions, can seldom consist of very 
squeamish iudividuals ; and either this must have been the 
case in the present instance e, or the charge of assassination 
cannot be trues for not only do the ether Ambassadors 
consent to indulge their gentlemanly appetites onder the 
hospices of the said Cautatscounr, bul one of their mas- 
ters,—Otte of the legitimate Monarchs,—-nlisulutely takes

FRANCE. 
Pan's, Fea. 11,—Tler Majesty the Empiess Queen and 





| Regeut has to-day received the following intelijgeace from 


the army :— 

** The Lmperor yesterday attacked, at Champnuhert, the 
enemy, consisting of twelvg regimenis, and liaving forty pieces 
of canon, The Geoeral in Chief Opsouwie has been taken, 
With all bis Generals, all his Colonels, Officers, cannon, cais- 
sone, and baggnge, We have mide 6,000 prisoners; the re. 
Ponder were driven into a morass (¢fangz), or killed opon the 
field af battle, The Emperor was briskly pursuing General 
Sacken, who isseparated from General Blucher, Our loss has 
Feeo catcemely light; wé have not 200 men to regret.” 

Fen. 12.—M. Alfred de Montesquien, Aice-de-camp to 
the Ponce of Nevlchatel, dispatched by hus Majesty ‘the 
Limperor, has brought to ber Majesty the Liwpress the 
following tewsi— ~ . 

** On the Lith ef Febranry, af day-break, the Emperor 
having left Champaubert after the day of the 10th, pushed a 
Corps towards Chalons, to keep in check the enemy's cotumns 
who had thrown themselves on thisside, With the rest of his 
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hours, the whole of the enemy’s army was overthrawn, Never 
did our troops display more ardoor, The enemy, every where 
broken, is completely routed ; infavtry, artillery, ammunttinn, 
all is in our power, of overthrown, The results will be im. 
mense. The Russian army is destroyed, The Emperor is e,. 
tremely well, and we have Jost no persun of rank.” 

Paris, Fen. 13.—Her Majesty the Empress Queen-and 
Regent has received the following accuyats of the situatiun 
of the armies :— , 

‘© Onthe 12th of February, his Majesty followed up his 
cnccesses. Blacher endeavoured te gain Chatean Thierry, 
His troops were driven from position to position: a whule 
corps which had remained anited, and which protected his re 
treat, was cut off. This rear-guard eas composed of four 
Russian battalions, three Prussian battalions, aod three pieces 
of cannon, The General who commanded it was also taken, 
Our troops-entered Chateau Thierry pell-mel) with the enewy, 
and aré pursuing on the road to Soissons, the wrecks of this 
army, which ix in dreodful confusion, The results of to-day, 
the 12th, are 30 pieces of caogun, and an innumerable quan- 
tity of baggage. waggons, The number of prisoners was already 
3000; more are brought in every moment, We havestill two 
hours day light. Among the prisoners are five or six General, 
who are sent to Paris, Lt is believed that the General-in-Chief 
Sacken has been killed.” 

Fen. 12.—His Majesty King Joseph reviewed yester- 
day, in the Coprt of the Thutlleries, the grenadier compa- 
nies of the National Guard of Paris. The officers and 
subalteras of the companies of fusileers were ‘present. 
The fine appearance of these troops, the excellent spint 
with whiel they are anjunated, must inspire the citizeus of 
Paris with the greates! coofidence. A lively emotion was 
excited by the appearance of his Majesty the King of 
Rome, in the uniform of the natioval guard.— During the 
review, a courier arrived with dispatches, which his Ma- 
jesty King Joseph read aloud. They contain in substance, 
that his Majesty the Emperor attacked on the 10th, near 
Sezanne, a Russian corps of 12 regiments, which was com- 
pletcly annihilated, Six thousand men were takea_ pri- 
sonuers, aud the rest driven intu the marshes: 42 picces of 
| cannon were taken from the enemy, Gen, Romaunzicoff, 
i the Colunels, all the officers, were killed or taken pri- 
lsoners, The matericl of this corps has beew entirely de- 
stroyed. We havé pot lost above 200 men. It is added, 
| that the corps of Generals Blucher and Sacken afe in a csi- 

tical situation, The Emperor is in pursuit of them, These 
dispatches are dated from Champ Aubert. , This happy 
news,which was received with repeated cries of Vive I hin- 
pereur! ViveVImperatrice! Vive le Roide Rome! cir- 
culated rapidly tbrougl® the capital, and caused universil 
joy. It was again announed yesterday evening, at si%

By the Gazette of the same evening, which contained | 
dispatches from Lord Burcnensn, dated the 8th, it ap- 
pears, on the other hand, that Macponato had had his | 
rear-guard defeated hy Von Yorcx at Chansee on the 5th, 
and that Chalons on the Marne having been bombarded by 
the conqueror, the furmer evacuated. the place by capitu- 
lation on the following morftiing.

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Fire at rue Custom-Hooge.—The following additional

The Miss Kellys most narrowly escaped, with only the cever- 
ing of blankets; and Captain Hiaton Kelly made his way 
through the fire with his sisters, In the same dtiprovided State, 
Most of the seryants had previously fled to the top of the house, 
from which they were taken down by ladders. An orphan gict 
whom Mis Kelly had brought op, another whom she was also 
about to previde for in the same manner, perished inthe flames, 
Miss Kelly, by her shrieks, endeayoured to awaken them, for 
it was impessible for her to reach the chamber in which they 
slept.—The Colonel, at the moment, was carried to Mé, 
Lingham’s, in Bear-lane, and the injyries be has received made 
it dangerous to remove him for the preseot; this, added to a 
severe asthmatic complaint which hecaughf in the retreat onder 
Sir Joba Moore, and which was much increased by the Wal- 
rheren fever, renders his recovery very doubiful, Miss Kelly 
und her family have lost every part of their property that was 
jo the house. Nothing was insured.—The fire, according tu 
the report of the firemen, would bave been got ander very soon, 
but the explosion of the’Zunpowder haying struck terror into 
the wen who worked the engines, they Ged aad left the dames 
for some time to tage uncontrouled, This powder was for the 
vse of the volunteer corps,‘and did not, it is now said, amount to 
a larger quantity than ten or twelve pounds; hut the assertion 
that there were as many barrels, threw an instant panic en all 
around, ahd throughout the neighbourhood, . Gtiuain, how- 
ever, 4¢ is, that had not this explosion taken place, the fire 
would sat have spread. As it is, there is great consolation in 
kno« iag that many of the important papers of office have been 
recovered; and several ‘chests of valuables with the principal 
records, have been saved, No delay will take place in the 
progress of busisiess.—It i¢ suid that the insurance on the 
Custow- house amounts to 100,0001,— An.old Clerk made many 
eGurts ia the course of Saturday tu force his way through the 
ruiss, to the place where he usually officiated. He was at 
thnt some’ of his papers, from the care he bad taken in their 
Gepost, would be found safe, coujd he only get to the ‘spat, 
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On Sunday, with some workmen, be succeeded tn geting 
through the rnias from the side next the river. The pick-axe 
at jast struck on an iron chest—the rubbish was cleared away, 
the key introduced, and out came four hundred guineas, which 
the clerk cairied of in his bat.—The first Custom-house huijt 
in London was in 1559, 225 years agn; it was burnt down in 
1798, and rebuilt the same year; and it was on Saturday, the 
i2th of February, again totally cousumed by fire. The first 
Custom-house, therefore, stood 159 years; the second, which 
wis barnt on Saturday, stood 96 years. 

The following singular escape took place daring the fire at 
the Custom-House :—Meade, the foreman of the Hope In- 
sufance-Office, had. the brunch io his hand at work when the 
explosion of the gunpowder happened. Hie was kaocked 
down, and recovering himself.immediately, found that be was 
uoburt, The man who stood by his side was killed,

The driver, with his companion, bad stopt at a public-house, 
where they remained about five minutes, aod had a pint of 
porter,” The horses started uf their ownuccord,. As soon as 
the mea knew the waggon was gone they followed it, and called 
out to the horses, but tod late to prevent the mischief, Grove- 
street is a.place hut little frequented by cartigges, The Co- 
roner left it to the Jury to causider, whether it was a case, of 
Panslaughter or of accident. To seodér the act criminal, it 
must be of such a nature, that fatal mischief would he the pro- 
bable result, The wagguo and horses were a forfeiture ta the 
Crown, but, on assessing the value, the Jury might exercise a 
diserction as to the degree of culpability, if they were of opi- 
nion crime did not exist.--The Jury found a verdict of deci- 
dent; but laid a deodund on the waggon and horses to the value 
of 501,
